mont.camie from the rula of Queen VioTORLA ; 
gnother attributed it ‘to the custom men 
(Europeans) have when travelling in Chiaa 
of walking while their’ wives’ remained in 
the carrying chair, To the Chinaman, such 
a course admits of but one oxplanation : 
the woman must be greater than the man 
because she is carried while he walks.” We 
doubt, however, whether either. of there 
superficial reagons explains the growth of a 
woman'a enfranchisoment movenient in 
China. Whatever the reason may'bo the 
fact ia undoubted that the Women in China 
are beginning to look into, their position. 
Tho increase of knowledge regarding social 
conditions in Burspe and America has stimu- 
lated an carnest desire among Chineso women 
for education, and this desire in. recent 
yeara has beon met by. the establishuent of 
girls’ echools in many. parts'of the country: 
Indeed we read quild- recently of a 


- lachool being. established in Canton “for the 


training of ladiew to qualify ns members. of 
the National Assombiy.” ‘Lhe tutors were 
to'be.a number of law students who have 
atudied in Japan—students, presumabl y\of 
the. male sex. Whether thia is part. of 
a widespread organisation we do not know. 
but this, announcomont, combined with suf- 
fragette exploits in Shanghai and Nanking; 
suggest that there ig an, organisation of 
women. who have imbibed. the doctrives 
and copied the methods of the British 
Women’s Enfranchisment’ movement, 
and now thot they ‘have. commenced 
to forcibly ‘dmw attention to. their. griov~:
